Is DOMA doomed? 


Supreme Court appears ready to 
strike down law that limits federal 
benefits for married gay couples

WASHINGTON A majority of U.S. Supreme Court justices on 
Wednesday indicated they could be inclined to strike down 
a law that denies federal benefits to legally married same-sex 
couples, a move that would reflect the evolving nationwide sea 
change in attitudes toward gay marriage. 

As a packed courtroom listened attentively on a second day 
of arguments on gay marriage, Justice Anthony Kennedy a po- 
tential swing vote, warned of a “real risk” that the Defense of 
Marriage Act infringes on the traditional role of the states in 
defining marriage. 

A conservative, Kennedy is viewed as a key vote on this issue 
in part because he twice has authored decisions in the past that 
were viewed as favorable to gay rights. 

To date, nine states and the District of Columbia recognize 
gay marriage, while 30 states have constitutional amendments 
banning it and others are in between. Polls show growing sup- 
port among Americans for gay marriage. 

With the thousands who demonstrated on both sides of the 
issue during the court’s oral arguments heading back home, the

DOMA, enacted in 1996, denies married same-sex couples ac 
cess to federal benefits by defining marriage as between a man 
and a woman. Kennedy referred to DOMA as “inconsistent” 
because it purports to give authority to the states to define mar- 
riage while limiting recognition of those determinations. 

Justice Elena Kagan spoke of a “red flag” that indicates Con- 
gress passed DOMA with the intent of targeting a group that is 
“not everyone’s favorite group in the world.” 

Audible murmurs could be heard in the courtroom when Ka- 
gan quoted from a House of Representatives report, written a? 
the time DOMA was considered, that referenced “moral disap' 
proval” of gay marriage. 

Before debating the larger issues in the case, the justices 
spent 50 minutes debating various procedural hurdles that 
could prevent the court from issuing a decision. 

During that period, the high court’s conservative wing took 
several slaps at President Obama for abandoning legal defense 
of DOMA in 2011, a decision that left Republican lawmakers 
as its primary defenders. Despite this, it looked likely, but not 
definite, that the court will reach the merits.

Massive crowd packs 
into Daley Plaza to fight 
school closing plan

On a day when Mayor Emanuel said the time 
for negotiations on school closings was over, 
the Chicago Teachers Union led hundreds of 
supporters in a highly orchestrated down- 
town rally and march as part of its continuing 
efforts to derail the district’s plan to shutter 
54 schools. 

CTU President Karen Lewis was cheered 
when she took the microphone at Daley 
Plaza late Wednesday afternoon and repeat- 
ed her argument that the Chicago Public 
Schools decision to close schools with pre- 
dominantly African-American enrollment is 
racist. 

“Let’s not pretend that when you close 
schools on the South and West sides the chil- 
dren affected aren’t black,” Lewis said. “Let’s 
not pretend that’s not racist.”

Video series message: 
Think before you shoot

Growing up on the West Side, with family in 
K-Town and Humboldt Park, Anthony Sturdi- 
vant said his memories of friends and relatives 
killed by gunfire are all too typical. 

Like many Chicagoans appalled by the 
city’s rising body count, Sturdivant, a 28-year- 
old video producer, wondered what messages 
could possibly reach potential shooters and 
convince them to stand down. 

An answer to that question came to him in 
2011, when he and two local videographers, 
Leon Kelsick and Dartise Johnson, decided to 
produce a series of anti-violence videos called 
“Think Before You Shoot.” 


So far the team has ltcli cd direr videos, 
and on Saturday they will descend Oh ibc 
South Side’s Bogan Park with ;i crew uf attars 
and extras to shoot a fourth. 

Set on the West Side, the previous vid- 
eos take a look at conflicts that racnlaTO into 
shootings.

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Which newcomer delivers 
on the tacos and tequila: 

Ay Chiwowa or High Noon Saloon?

Could it be the Big Star effect? While Paul Kahan’s 
ridiculously popular Wicker Park taco-and-whiskey ga- 
rage was a novelty when it opened more than three years 
ago, the idea of the casual Mexican-inspired bar is catch- 
ing on. River North’s Ay Chiwowa (311 W Chicago Ave. 
312-643-3200), Rockit Ranch’s trendy take on a taqueria, 
and Wicker Park’s High Noon Saloon (1560 N. Milwau- 
kee Ave. 773-227-9339), a Tex-Mex sports bar, both have 


opened within the past six weeks with plenty of tortillas 
and tequila to go around. I visited both newcomers to 
find out which bar packs the most spice.

Both High Noon and Ay Chiwowa took over shuttered bar spac- 
es-High Noon rehabbed the former People Lounge on Milwaukee 
Avenue, while Ay Chiwowa refreshed the Martini Ranch spot near 
the Chicago Brown Line-but with different results. High Noon 
tapped the designer behind restaurants such as Girl & The Goat and 
GT Fish & Oyster to create a high-ceilinged, airy tavern with funky 
lamps, chandeliers and bold printed wallpaper. Ay Chiwowa’s nar- 
row confines and separate back lounge make the long room feel 
segmented, and it’s hard for drinkers seated at the bar and diners at 
the tables to interact with each other-not always ideal for the “see 
and be seen” crowd. 


I know it’s not just me who thinks that restaurant names are be- 
coming stranger by the day, but that’s probably a whole discus- 
sion in itself. Ay Chiwowa takes the cake, though, not only for its 
phonetic spelling of the Mexican region of Chihuahua, but also 
for the exclamation points surrounding it that indicate just how 
excited Rockit Ranch must be about its newest hangout. The 
name High Noon Saloon is less hokey, though still sounds like it 
could be at home in a theme park food court. The lesson here is 
that rhyming and vanity punctuation are like habanero peppers- 
please use sparingly. 


HAPPY HOUR 


Some bars come alive only near midnight; others are best for 
a post-work hangout or boozy brunch. Ay Chiwowa, with a 
soundtrack heavy on the Top 40 hits and “l-know-every-word- 
to-this-song” ’90s jams, seems better suited to late-night ca- 
rousing (a 4 a.m. license doesn’t hurt, either). I watched the bar 
fill after 9 p.m. on a Friday with glam girls-night-out packs and 
a few men looking to chat them up. Currently, Ay Chiwowa is 
open Thursday through Sunday, though it will be open seven 
days a week beginning May 1. High Noon Saloon, on the other 
hand, is open for weekend brunch, and was full at 7 p.m. on 
a Friday with a much higher guy-to-girl ratio. Most of those 
baseball-capped dudes were cursing their March Madness 
brackets with their eyes glued steadily to the TVs. In a random 
coincidence, I heard Whitney Houston’s “I Wanna Dance With 
Somebody” play to enthusiastic crowds at both bars. 
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Any Mexican-inspired bar worth its weight 
in salt should make a good margarita. Ay 
Chiwowa has three versions-the Ay Margarita 
(available in an “individual” 12-ounce size for 
$12; “con amigos” 21-ounce size for $20; “party 
glass” 56-ounce size for $45 or a 90-ounce 
“fiesta pitcher” for $100)-plus a strawberry-ja- 
lapeno margarita ($13) and Billy’s Beerita ($15), 
a Lunazul tequila-and-Cointreau concoction 
named for Rockit Ranch CEO Billy Dec. 

While the Ay Margarita was pleasant enough, it was the beerita that had my friend and I intrigued. Our 
server offered no advice for tackling the tequila-and-ice-filled goblet, which was festooned with an inverted 
mini Corona bottle and a neon orange bendy straw. Removing the bottle would have led to beer spillage, but 
sipping the mixture didn’t seem to combine the beer and tequila in a proper ratio. I found the Chupacabra 
($13 for an individual size)-made with Cazadores reposado tequila, passion fruit tea, Grand Marnier, pineap- 
ple vinegar, lemongrass syrup and lavender spice-went down more easily. If I had more raucous plans for the 
night, I would have dived into Ay Chiwowa’s list of 90-plus tequilas available by the shot, bottle or flight. 

At High Noon Saloon, tequilas, whiskey and other spirits share the spotlight with a solid selection of draft and 
bottled craft beers, plus five craft cocktails ($9) and four margaritas ($7). The house ’rita seems like a good deal 
at that price, but the small rocks glass it’s served in prevented a plentiful pour. I was more impressed with the 
Aces and Eight, a Tanteo cocoa tequila-based cocktail with mole flavors that are tempered by the noticeable 
sweetness of house-made raisin-cola syrup, a bitter Italian herbal liqueur and a garnish of cocoa powder. 




THE FOOD

The staple Mexican bar nosh, guacamole, was chunky and fresh at both 
spots, but I wasn’t blown away by either bar’s house-made chips, which I 
mistook for bagged varieties. Luckily, two-bite fish tacos ($3 each at High 
Noon; $8 for two at Ay Chiwowa) were tasty across the board, though I give 
the decisive edge to the oversize, hot-from-the-fryer tilapia filet I received 
at High Noon. Ay Chiwowa lost major style points when all of my tacos ar- 
rived in cardboard boats reminiscent of a school cafeteria with only a for- 
lorn lime wedge for garnish. And though it reminded me a bit of Chili’s, the 
sizzling iron skillets in which our chicken fajitas ($12) were served at High 
Noon kept the generous portion of meat and peppers warm as we snacked. 


BOTTOM LINE 


Neither of Chicago’s newest Mexican-inspired bars truly delivered 
the agave- and chili-soaked revelry I expected, but both had redeem- 
ing factors. Ay Chiwowa comes through for the late-night crowd in 
search of tequila and jukebox tunes, while High Noon is a welcome 
sports-centric addition to a strip of Milwaukee Avenue that could use 
a few more TVs. This south-of-the-border shootout ends in a draw.

Chicago Chop Shop, a combination butcher 
shop, restaurant and event space, is set to open 
in July in a former Wicker Park warehouse. 

Located at 2033 W North Ave., Chicago 
Chop Shop’s counter-service butcher shop will 
offer meats along with sandwiches and salads. 

Co-owner Mario Minelli brings the meat 
cred from Minelli’s Meat & Deli in Niles. First 
opened in Little Italy the three-generations- 
old family business is known for its sausage 
and meatballs. 

Meat also will be the focus of the menu in 
the venue’s restaurant, where diners will be en- 
couraged to take home more than leftovers. “If 
you love your filet mignon {in the restaurant], 
you can buy the cut of meat and walk out with 
something to grill on your own,” Moretti said. 

Ty Fujimara of Arami and former bar The 
Exchange is helping develop the restaurant’s 
menu, including a drink list that will include 


wine, sake and locally sourced brews and 
sprits. The team is looking into having a growl- 
er-filling station and carrying an exclusive spir- 
it from a Chicago-area distillery “We love our 
spirits and we think it would be really cool to 
create some kind of custom blend,” co-owner 
Matt Woodburn said. 

The owners bought the space, last occupied 
by an auto shop, 18 months ago and gutted it. 
They’ve installed a wrap-around bar that seats 
27 and booths for another 30 people on the first 
floor. The upstairs restaurant will have seating 
for 60 inside, plus another 70 on a patio, with 
access to the event space through a catwalk. 

Named 1st Ward, the event space is tucked 
right behind the butcher shop and features 
high ceilings, exposed brick walls and a mez- 
zanine. The area will be available to rent, but 
the owners also plan to use it to host public 
concerts and culinary events with guest chefs.

($8.50)-boiled rice cakes the length of chubby pinky fingers, deep fried to a crisp-then-chewy 
bite, then stir-fried with a sauce best described as K.C. Masterpiece meets Korean gochujang 
(the soon-to-be-ubiquitous fermented red chili and soybean paste). Protein comes in the form 
of bulgogi, marinated rib-eye beef that’s grilled then chopped into scraggly pieces.

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An attack on 
comprehension 


At least once as kids, 
we all gave an action 
figure’s head the ol’ 
360 -degree spin. 
Watching the confus- 
ing 3-D sequel “G.I. 
Joe: Retaliation,” you 
know how that toy 
felt. 

I get that a bad guy 
posing as the presi- 
dent (Jonathan Pryce) 
sells out the Joes, and 
before you can say 
“ghost protocol” the 
military operation has been discontinued— 
with survivors Roadblock (Dwayne Johnson), 
Ladyjaye (Adrienne Palicki) and Flint (D.J. 
Cotrona, vanilla) left to take back the free 
world from a guy who says things like, “They 
call it a waterboard, but they never get bored” 
and, “They say this is a thankless job, but 
yesterday I hung out with Bono.” 

Maybe knowing the basics are enough. The 
film, a needless follow-up to 2009’s slightly 
more fun “G.I. Joe: The Rise of Cobra,” was 
bumped from last summer’s schedule to alleg- 
edly beef up the 3-D conversion and suppos- 
edly increase screen-time for suddenly mega- 
huge co-star Channing Tatum. Well, without 
getting too spoilery let’s just say “Retaliation” 
is barely more of a Channing Tatum movie 
than “Public Enemies.” The effort to elevate 
the returning cast member’s presence doesn’t 
pay off. The movie only excites in that giddy 
teenage-moviegoer way during bonkers action 
sequences, like when ninjas transition from a

bungee cord to a zipline and battle on the side 
of a mountain. It reminded me of an inter- 
national, high-stakes take on Nickelodeon’s 
“Guts,” and that’s a plus. 

Based on the frenzied, incoherent action, 
director Jon M. Chu (“Justin Bieber: Never 
Say Never,” “Step Up 3D”) should stick to 
choreographing dance numbers. Co-starring 
Bruce Willis in his typical kinda tired, kinda 
tough mode, “Retaliation” also offers the usual 
hand-to-hand, blade-to-blade, bullet-to-ninja- 
star clashes. 

Shockingly bad dialogue includes Ladyjaye 
planning to “cyberblast an encoded beacon” 
and a top American intelligence official assess- 
ing Pakistan as “a riot with a zip code.” Really 
sir? What is the zip code of Pakistan, off the 
top of your head? 

Perhaps a younger viewer in the Hasbro 
franchise’s core demographic can explain the 
multiple shifts in allegiance by Storm Shadow 
(Byung-hun Lee), a warrior who actually gets 
his shirt pulled off during a battle. Or what’s 
up with the blind old wise man played by 
RZA. Or whyjaye claims to be a Fox News re- 
porter when talking to the president without a 
camera or tape recorder. 

Compared to the straight-faced, offensive 
“Olympus Has Fallen,” it’s easier to shrug off 
the goofy nuclear weapons talk in “Retali- 
ation.” But I’d be lying if I said the film did 
much to make my pulse race. I was too busy 
laughing at it.

Soul singers find new life in Lady

Soul-fired vocalists Terri Walker and Nicole 
Wray both sound vindicated when they talk 
about their new collaborative project, Lady 
and self-titled debut album on the respected 
Brooklyn-based indie label Truth & Soul. 

“I can remember when it all just faded— 
when it was bright, and when it all just 
dimmed,” Wray says. “I thought about going 
in a hole and dying. Everyone went away. I 
had this book of people I had met along the 
way and I would call everyone in it and they 
wouldn’t answer. I was still fairly young, so I 
went back home. I lost my place, my car, and 
so I went to live with my mom. She was the 
only one there for me.” 

Wray grew up in Virginia. As a teenager, 
she debuted on Missy Elliott’s acclaimed de- 
but album, “Supa Dupa Fly” and scored a Top 
5 single at the age of 17, “Make it Hot.” But 
soon after she parted ways with Elliott and 
never was able to repeat the success, resurfac- 
ing only in recent years to sing vocals with the 
Black Keys and Kid Cudi.

Walker was trained in opera while growing 
up in London, then scored an acclaimed neo- 
soul hit in 2003 with the “Untitled” album, 
later nominated for a Mercury Prize. 

“We both disappeared for a bit,” Walker 
says. “But I don’t think we could have made 
this record without going through that. I was 
writing for other people, not really focusing 
on me. I was getting drunk, staying home 
for weeks, not caring about my career, losing 
touch with music. It’s crazy how our journeys 
ran parallel.” 

They bonded over a mutual love of soul mu- 
sic when they found themselves in the same 
New York studio a few years ago. “We were 
working with the same producer,” Wray recalls. 
“We started vibing on tracks, nothing forced, 
not even intending to work on a record.” 


Wray and Walker began writing songs that 
addressed their lives as adults, whether see- 
ing through a suitor who only wants their 
“Money” or testifying to their resilience in 
“Ready” Truth & Soul co-founders Leon Mi- 
chels and Jeff Silverman gave the songs an 
organic feel that echoes the early-’6os girl 


groups and the flavor of vintage Motown and 
’60s Chicago soul. 

Despite their travails, Wray says she doesn’t 
feel like she’s been wronged by the industry 
But she does see it more clearly for what it is, 
and what it expects out of a young artist like 
she once was.

Which phone chargers are worth it?

With a flurry of battery-boosting devices land- 
ing on the market, I tested several of the latest 
designs on a recent ski trip to Colorado. Here’s 
a rundown: 

Plug Battery Charger by Molla 

Space $ 26 , mollaspace.com 
After 30 minutes, I was back to 20 percent 
from 1 percent, the point at which recharging 
seemed to stall. I worried that the Plug might 
get bumped off the phone, so I had to hold 
them together the entire time. 

eFreesia Bar $29.99 
eFreesia Mini $22.99, efreesia.com 
Mini recharged to 20 percent, and the Bar gave 
me 85 percent. The only thing I didn’t like: One 
cord connects the power pack to the wall outlet, 
but a different cord connects the power pack to 
the phone. 

Goal Zero Switch 8 Solar 

Recharging Kit $ 119 . 99 , goalzero.com 
The Goal Zero’s solar panels are about the size 
of an open novel. (You also can charge via USB 
port.) It boosted my dead phone to 63 percent. 


Eton BoostTurbine2000 

$ 59 . 99 , etoncorp.com 

The Eton has a hand crank that folds out of one 
side. Plug your phone in, turn the crank, and 
generate power. It seems simple, but one min- 
ute of cranking generates only enough power 
for one minute of talk time or a few texts. 

nPower Peg $199.95, plus $11.49 for an 

iPhone adapter, npowerpeg.com 
You put the large cylindrical baton in your 
bag or backpack, and a weight inside moves 
with your body to create energy. I charged the 
nPower Peg from my computer, and it boosted 
my phone to 68 percent. Later, I put the deplet- 
ed device in my purse and walked for one hour. 
When I plugged in my phone, I was dismayed 
to see that a three-mile walk powered my bat- 
tery to only 8 percent. 

Mophie Juice Pack Air 

$ 79 . 95 , mophie.com 

Slides onto an iPhone like a slightly chunkier 
version of the protective case you might al- 
ready use. When battery power dropped into 
the single digits, I switched on the Mophie pack 
and my phone battery rocketed to 87 percent.

A perennial ser- 
vice favored by 
practically everyone who files 
online, the TurboTax app from 
Intuit Inc. also towers over the 
competition. Upon booting up 
the app, you can either log in (as 


a returning user) or get started 
without signing up. After taking 
a picture of your tax form, the 
app scans your tax document 
in seconds, then sends you to a 
review screen. From this point, 
double- and triple-check for any 
errors, add personal information, 
preview your form and file your 
taxes. H&R Block also has apps 
for iOS or Android, if you prefer 
the competition. 

MyTax 
Refund by 
TurboTax 

Another solid mo- 
bile app from the Intuit gang can 
be found in MyTaxRefund. It’s a 
bare-bones app, but it’s great for 
those who constantly want to 
check the status of their 2013 tax 
refund. It provides statuses for 
federal and state tax refunds and 


estimates when you can expect 
compensation. 

Quick Tax 
Reference 

Bloomberg BNA’s 
financial guide 
fills you in on the minutiae of fil- 
ing your taxes in 2013. For exam- 
ple, it provides standard deduc- 
tions based on your household 
(married, head of household, 
single, etc.), personal exemp- 
tions, estate and gift tax rates, 
and it comes with a built-in slid- 
ing scale that automatically cal- 
culates percentages owed based 
on the dollar amount. Quick Tax 
Reference is a wonderfully sim- 
ple tool for people using services 
such as TurboTax, ezTaxReturn 
or H&R Block, and especially 
for those who itemize their de- 
ductions.

What it is: A wheeled bag with compart- 
ments for an umbrella, backup power for de- 
vices, a portable speaker, socks, underwear, 
electrical cords, magazines, and even a water 
bottle. The toiletries compartment is remov- 
able, and the bag even has a laundry chute. 
The good: At first we thought this was just a 
bunch of gimmicks, but the compartments 
turned out to be very handy. And it helps to 
have a bag prompting you to pack things like 
socks, which can be forgotten if you wait till the 
last minute to pack. You can buy a backup bat- 
tery, serviceable speaker and micro-umbrella 
from Genius Packer or provide your own to fit 
in the designated areas. The surprising plus 
was the laundry chute, accessed from an ex- 
terior zipped portal. The laundry goes into an 
interior zip-out bag, which can be rolled up and 
bound with ties, then removed when you get 
ready to wash the laundry. It gave me room to 
buy more garments on a trip. The wheels work 
easily, whether dragging the bag or using the 


360-degree feature in a security line. And the 
bag fit with room to spare in the overhead bin 
of a 737. 

The bad: The bag occasionally would fall over 
when standing. We’re not sure whether it was 
how we packed or the fact that most compart- 
ments are in the lid of the bag, making it heavi- 
er on that side.
